personal, and mixed, for the use of said city, and may sell, and
convey the same at pleasure; they may have a common seal, which
they may alter or renew at pleasure, they may sue and be sued,
plead and be hnpfeaded, defend and be defended (against)1 in all
manner of actions in all courts within this Territory.

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SEC. 10. The City Council shall have the management nnd , "'"̂  "' **/
Control of the finances, and oF all the property, real and personal, CoilllclL

belonging to the said corporation,, and shall have the power within
the said city to mike, establish, alter, modify, amend, and repeal,
ordinances, rules, regulations, and by-laws, for the fallowing pur-
poses, vhs:

1st. To regulate the manner of selling and measuring wood
and lumber, and appoint a person or persons to superintend the
same, with such compensation, and to be paid in such manner, as it
shall deem most expedient.

2d. To regulate butchers, and the places where animals may be
slaughtered; to restrain and regulate the running at large of cattle,
horses, swine and sheep, and the impounding and sale of the same;
and to prevent the running at large of dogs, and to authorise the
destruction of the snme when at large contrary to the ordinance,
and to impose taxes upon the owners of dogs.
